HARBOR AND W ATER TO 
INSURE FUTURE W EALTH

Santa Aaa City Trustee and President Chapman Lumber Co, 
It ii my observation that Orange county is really a link in prac­ 
tically all development and growth. The good roads and the automobile 
have brought us all within a few minutes’ ride of each other. 
In sew­ 
age outfall, we are now co-operating; in libraries, schools, orange shows, 
county fairs, farm bureau work, general advertising (which amounts to 
$25,000 per annum by the county as a unit through the supervisors), 
marketing of major crops such as oranges, lemons, walnuts, beans, etc., 
we are organized most completely on a co-opeaative basis. 
All these 
matters are working out far more successfully than would be the case 
nqth each for himself, or each community for itself. 
We have now two great needs in development demanding 
attention. 
One is our absolute demand for water, more water 
and still more water. 
The other is harbor development. 
This latter enterprise we have entered upon as a county. 
God 
has seen fit to make for us a wonderful land-locked harbor. 
There are 
only four or five possible harbors on the whole California coast in a 
stretch of 1000 miles. 
The Orange county harbor is the most favor­ 
ed by nature of any yet undeveloped. Its development will help complete 
our general plan of progress, bring millions of dollars and tens of thou­ 
sands of additional people to our county, and fit into our program of 
gricultural and city facilities for transportation, manufacture and recrea­ 
tional needs. 
This harbor is aa average of Fifteen miles nearer to tha 
250,000 people living in San Bernardino and Riverside counties 
than any other harbor. These counties are friendly toward us 
and will patronize it to the fullest extent if we will but make our 
harbor available. 
Now as for water. 
It takes twice as much water for the same 
area of land occupied by cities as it does for irrigation of farm and 
orchard lands. 
Hence it stands to reason that increase in population in 
cities and along the coast will need additional water to twice the ex­ 
tent that the farms will need it. and hence there will be full co-operation 
in bringing more water to our county, if the voters of the interior vote on 
June IO to join with the coast in the development of our harbor. 
The harbor program is ready., The water program is being 
worked out and will follow in due course. 
What is needed is 
faith each in the other, as heretofore exercised in other big 
problems of co-operative development. 
WATER CANNOT BE DEVELOPED EXCEPT BY THE FULL 
CO-OPERATION OF THE COUNTZ AS A WHOLE. 
SO WITH THE 
1ARBOR. 
Finally, there is a moral obligation upon us to open and make 
safe the entrance to the harbor. 
Lives have been sacrificed, far too 
many of them already, in the hazard there. 
I trust we may all see this duty as a broad one and continue to 
pull together for the further progress and development of our most won­ 
derful county as a whole.

John Goldatrom, a writer repre­ 
senting the New York World and 
the North American, left N ew York 
for France on the steam ship M aure­ 
tania on May 20th in an effort to 
beat the best tim e of a trip around 
th# world. 
That record w'aa made 
by John Henry M e ta , for the New 
York Sun. in 1913, and w as thirty- 
five days and tw enty- one minute*. 
Goldatrom planned to travel by 
airplane as well as steam ship and 
ralL 
H is route lay across Europe 
and A sia to Yokohama: thence via 
Vancouver to New York. 
By his 
original schedule he w'ould be due 
at Yokohama on the 5th Instant, 
and he hoped to circle the earth 
in thirty or thirty-one days. 
No great Importance attaches to 
undertakings of this sort, hut yet 
they have much 
public 
Interest 
Means of rapid travel have vastly 
improved since Jules Verne wrote 
Around the World In E ighty days. 
By steam ship and rail, and w ith­ 
out 
flying 
or 
making 
needless 
stops, it is now feasible to encircle 
th* earth in eighty day# or less. 
Excursion steam ships now voy­ 
age around the world on regular 
schedule#, those of different lines 
ranging from 105 to 130 days. 
On 
such a schedule one may make the 
round trip—say from N ew York— 
passing through the Panam a and 
Sue* canals, and- touching at H a­ 
vana, 
San 
Francisco, 
Honolulu, 
Shanghai, Manila and ports in In­ 
dia, Egypt, Italy and Francs, the 
total number of days depending 


upon the steam ship's length of stay 
at the various ports of call. 
By both steam ship and rail, and 
making no needless stops, It la said 
the globe m ay be circled in about 
eighty days, w ithout resort to fly ­ 
ing. 
In the course of a com paratively 
few years a trip around the globe 
In thirty days, follow ing usual lines 
of travel, may seem slow to the 
super-flyers of the new era of avia­ 
tion.
